Research has been extremely frag- 
mentary in the clinical branches of med 
icinc and the greatest developments can 
be expected within the next generation, 
according to 1hc statement of Dr. J 
Whitridgc Williams of Johns Hopkins' 
University at the fortieth annual ban- 
quet of the Medical Society held at the 
Ritz Carlton Hotel last night. The emi- 
nent obstetrician was the guest of honor 
at the affair and addressed a large 
gathering: of students as well as the pro 
minent members of the Medical Faculty 
The great opportunity for the exeep 
tional student was the main topic of the 
address, which was termed "The Aims 
of A Medical Education." Dwelling on 
the necessity of careful study by imagi- 
native students, the speaker laid empha- 
sis on the opportunities presented by the 
large medical schools when youns men 
with brains and ability were secured to 
devote thoir time to research 

Dr. Williams, who camcs of a familj 
which has followed the medical profes- 
sion for many çencraltions paii, gave a 
u id dcscript:cn of the diffictt.ties e n 
fronting the medical practici nieers in 
his youth and spoke hghly of the attitude 
of "the profession in starting a movement 
from within to raise their standard and 
make the younger medical men more 
proficient. 1

study at the present time and was caus- 
ing some of the smaller universities *to 
falter in their work but, for those with 
were able to carry on the work the 
results were impossible to foretell.

RECOGNIZED BY N.Y. 

The McGill Faculty of Law has been 
registered by the New York State De- 
partment of Education as an approved 
Law School conforming to all the re- 
quirements of the New York Court of 
Appeals. McGill is the only university 
in Canada conforming to the conditions 
of the New York Bar, whose require- 
ments are higher than in any other state. 



To-night the Mock Parliament 
meets for its 'second session. It is 
expected that . a:«great Jnterest will be 
shown by the student body, and a 
large turnout is hoped for. The 
executive of the Lit. have been work- 
ing hard this week in preparation for 
the event. The speaker will be Mr. 
R. L. Calder, K.C.. and the clerk 
will be Mr. Arthur Tcrroux, and not 
Mr. Peter Clarke, as formerly an- 
nounced. The session will be held as 
usual in the ball-room of the Union 
aV 8 p.m. sharp.. The old . line parties 
will be out in force, the Representa- 
tives being led by Prime Minister 
Peterson and the Progressives by 
Leader of the Opposition Dillon. A 
Socialist party has been organized, 
and its platform is printed below. 

The main issue to be debated is the 
question of Movie Censorship, and if 
there is sufficient time other matters 
will be taken up. This is the first 
time informat ion has been given re- 
garding the new party. Its name is 
the Revolutionary Party, and its 
platform is as follows: 

1 — The abolition of slavery — ex- 
aminations and summer readings. 

2— The payment of students for at- 
tending McGill. 

3— Absolute suffrage of Cc-»ds. 

4— Maximum attendance at lectures 
two hours per day. 

5 — Free chocolates for Co-eds; free 
beverages and smokes for all stu- 
dents of McGill. 

6— Free passes to all theatres in 
Montreal and free taxi service for the 
Hon. members of McGill and R.V.C. 

7.— The installation of Chesterfield* 
n all smoking and lecture rooms of 
McGill University. 

8 — The recognition of Crap-shoot- 
ing as a major sport. 

9— The granting of Rlock "XI" to 
B.. W. & F. intercollegiate champions. 

10— Immediate relief of the unem- 
ployed, especially returned soldiers. 

The Revolutionary Party declares 
that the present government of Mc- 
Gill has treacherously stolen the 
"mock" out of Mock Parliament, an'' 
substituted therefor seriousness of ; 
grotesquely farcical nature; that i; 
has forgotten the student, submerged 
him in oblivion, to legislate for Chin- 
ese laundrymen; that it has proven it- 
self an administration of old men with 
an astonishing and lamentable display 
of inefficiency; and, finally, that it has 
branded itself as a species of the 
most deadly autocracy.

assets. Excessive sums of money 4 were 
spent on municipal enterprises, while 
the administration was very personal 
and partial. There was no responsibility 
at all, the Board of Control shifting it 
the Board of Aldermen, and vice 
crsa. The Board o'f Control did not 
administer its departments efficiently 
because the directors were elected and 
not appointed. The mayor was not giv- 
en any special powers of leadership and 
wass imply an cx-officio member of 
both Boards, without a vote except in 
the case of a tic. 

This, in Mr. Decary's opinion, did not 
permit any real executive responsibility. 
He also thought that the ward system 
of electing aldermen was not fair to the 
citizens as a whole. The aldermen all 
worked for re-election in their respec- 
tive wards and consequently obtained 
some improvement in one ward which 
was disadvantageous to the rest of the 
ity as a whole. 

Early in 1918 the debt of Montreal 
was $97,300,000 and the citizens were in 
despair. A delegation applied to the 
Quebec government for aid, and as they 
were themselves unable to suggest an 
mprovement, Sir Lomcr Gouin appoint 
ed an Administrative Commission to 
control the municipal affairs of Mont- 
real for 4 years. This commission began 
by making a complete reorganization in 
the government. Mr. Dccary emphasized 
the fact that Montreal was never bank- 
rupt nor even in financial difficult 
The only thing needed was a reorgan- 
ization. The speaker thought that if few 
cr people criticized the government 
and more people of ability took an ac 
tivc part in the election campaigns, the 
government representing the people 
would improve. 

The new commission began by reduc- 
ing the number of public departments 
from 25 to 4, and sat more as a board 
of directors. The directors were fully re 
sponsible for their respective depart 
mcnts and the chairman acted as cxe 
cutive head. 

Perhaps the most important work o 
the commission was the establishing o 
th; Civil Service exeaminations. By this 
means personal favouritism was done 
away with, a man securing a Civil Scr 
vice position on his merits only. Thi 
was a very wise and much needed s'.cp, 
and the new charter provides for the 
continuance of the system. 

The administrative commission then 
scl to work to improve the finauci 
condition of Montreal. One third of th 
total taxes of the city was expended 
paying the interest on the debt of $°7 
300,000. A sinking fund was started to 
take care of its payment in due time 

This shows what an inefficient gov 
uniment can do, and Mr. Dccary urge 
the members of the audience to tak 
greater interest in the government 
this city, saying that every able citizen 
should devote at least 3 or 4 years to 
public welfare.

CLASSICS AND SCIENCE 



Lord Milner, in his presidential ad- 
dress to the Classical Association on 
January 6, made notable declaration of 
the unity of educational purpose of 
classical and scientific studies. He point- 
ed out that to the mind which had re- 
ceived real cnligltfenmcnt there could be 
no antagonism between these two great 
branchis oi human knowledge. "Ail 
mnd<rn science had its roots in the class- 
ics, and, on the other hand, no man im- 
bued *Uh the spirit of the great classical 
writers could be lacking in respect for 
science cr fail to recognize >'s supreme 
importance to the progress of mankind." 
Lord Milner went on to say:— 

"I wonder what Plato and Aristotle, 
could they reappear among men to-day, 
would say to an education that wss 
purely linguistic, even if the literature 
with which it occupied itself was the best 
ever known. Looking with wondering 
eyes on the achievements of science 
which had transformed the world since 
their day and given to man command 
over physical forces such as they had 
never dreamed of, would they not be 
icized with an intense desire to know 
all about their causes, the methods and 
the steps by which such, great result.-, had 
been attained? And what would they 
think of a man who, living in the mid.-t 
of these achievements, took no interest 
in them except sc far as they affected 
his personal convenience and well-being, 
enabling him to satis>t"y his wants cheap- 
ly, to travel with rapidity and comfort, 
to communicate in a few minute with 
the uttermost ends of the globe, to es- 
cape suffering, avert disease, and even 
postpone the advent of death, and who 
never felt impelled to go more deeply 
into the mai'.ter and to learn somcthintr 
of the inner nature of the mysterious 
forces the discovery of which was so ra- 
pidly transforming the life of men imon 
this earth? Any Greek philosopher visit- 
ing the world to-day would condem- 
such a man as a misfit— a creature un- 
suited to its environment. 

With this conception of the close rela- 
tionship between classical learning and 
scientific discovery most scientific work-, 
ers will be in cordial agreement.

The most ardent admirers of the 
English educational system seem to be 
Americans. A tradition inherited from 
the pre-Rcvolutionary era has bred a na- 
tional reverence for Old World meth- 
ods of instruction. After the numerous 
attempts that have been made *.o intro- 
duce them into the United Stales, it 
seems strange that the situation should 
at last be reversed. Great Britain has 
begun to turn towards the American 
ideal. 

' The resentment, which hroke out at 
the close of the war, against ci.e restric- 
tion of educational opportunities to a 
privileged few caused British states- 
men to act quickly. Committees, ap- 
pointed to investigate conditions, prepar- 
ed elaborate reports on the instruction 
offered in the schools and .universities. 
The result of their investigations has 
been published in an article in the Jan- 
uary •\tlanlic Monthly. 

According to the author ,a memhiT of 
one of the committees, "we in England 
may learn much from America. . . The 
needs of a great growing democracy has 
kc her to aim at an all-round develop- 
ment, physical and social as well as in- 
tellectual, and to provide ineaiiî of phys- 
ical and social well-being far in advance 
of anything that we have attained.' 
Again, in attacking the problem of how 
to sdapt classroom instruction to the re- 
quirements of after life, the article 
states that "America, of all countries in 
the world, can teach us moSit." 

To those individuals whose eyes are 
only for Oxford and Cambridge, the 
above statements should be a revelation. 
Obviously American .methods have their 
limitations. There is no doubt that Ihc 
English universities offer certain ad- 
vantages not to be obtained elsewhere 
Yet it is gratifying to .know that Great 
Britain, in revolutionizing her educa- 
tional policy, has been guided by the ex- 
ample of the United States.

Japanese 'newspapers are subject at 
all times to orders from the govern- 
ment forbidding the discussion of cer 
ain subjects. 

One angle of the Japanese libel law 
s to the effect- that whenever a citi- 
zen challenges the -truth 'of a news- 
paper story concerning him -and com 
:>lains that he has been injured by it 
the newspaper must print a denial of 
the story. If the wording of the de- 
nial is longer than the offending story 
the newspaper can collect full, adver- 
tising rates for the excess wording.
